The Indian women did the tanning. 
ey. fastened the green hides to a 
set of frames. just like, grandmother 
used to fasten her quilts to, when she 
made them, The squaws would then 
take a blunt. instrument, resembling 
a hoe, and work off-all ‘the flesh and 
membrane from the hide. 

They called it fleshing.. Then 
they would rub the skin for several 
days with a heavy, smooth surfaced 
club until all, the grease had been 
driven out of:thé hide. They used 
no. chemicals at all in tanning. Only 
hides from bttffadees killed late {n the 
winter were wised.in making robes, as 
the fur was then heaviest: ~~ 

Before the: Kaws threw the robes 
on the market they used them in mak- 
ing moccisins and winter clothing, al- 
so for covering their tepees. But 
when'a market was, established for 
them and the Indians could get real 
money, or real food or real whisky for 
them, buffalo tepees soon disappeared 
from the reservation,

be regulated? « The problem is of so 
farreaching effects that an answer 
is dificult to find. _ There seems 
be indications that the farmer will be 
able to secure his laborers from the 
city in case of need, but if he could 
hold the country population to the 
soil, and stop the migration of the 
farm element into the . cities, . much 
good on-behalf of agriculture would be 
accomplished. Under the present 
system of farm labor these. benefits 
are greatly hindered. + 

Agriculture, as carried on in the 
Dominion today, has two pusy sea 
sons, seed time ahd harvest’ time. 
The periods between are jn effect 
periods of rest. Farmers,’ therefore 
only require to employ labor during 
these busy seasons. The -result is 
that, large numbers of the country 
population migrate to\the vafious cit- 
jes in search of work, which in con- 
sequence becomes glutted with the 
supply. The difficulty: which farm- 
ers are faced with in securing labor 
for the harvest season is a very real 

enace to the Dominion, and can be 
greatly alleviated by the farmers 
themselves. Farm laborers will go 
where the demand for Jabor is great- 
est, and until farmers adopt a system 
whereby they will be able to hold the 
country population: to the soil, the 
scarcity of farm labor when it Is 
most needed will be a thorn in their 
flesh. \ 

The wages of the farm laborer 
have an advantage over the city lab- 
orers in its purchasing power. Cen- 
sideration must be given to the less 
costly living on the farm, which fs, in 
most respects better. Farm labor- 
ers can get many things at prices 
which are very often below wholesale 
prices in the city. A further compar- 
ison made on the purchasing power 
of the city working man in terms of 
food, is greatly to the advantage of 
the agriculturists. All things con- 
sidered, the conditions of the man on 
the sofl is superior té his brother in 
the city, and are such as should just- 
ify a greater settlement on the land 
than at present prevails. - 


Get Weed Seeds to Germinate In Fall 

A very satisfactory method of -get- 
ting a great number of weed seeds to 
germinate In the early fall is to light- 
ly disc-harrow the fields as soon after 
tke crop is cut as possible. If the 
stocks are set up in well lined rows 
there will be ho difficulty whatever 
in discing almost the whole of the 
field excepting just where the stooks 
stand. 

This work may be done at. times 
when the grain is either too wet or 
too green to be cut. The results will 
amply repay this extra trouble by the 
number of weed seeds that will be 
caused to germinate, and then to be 
killed by tho early frost. This -is 
a far better method for fields even if 
you do fall plow them, for by fall 
plowing you simply bury the ungerm- 
inated weed seeds, which remain in 


a dormani condition, only to germinate 


and grow into plants at the first op- 
portunity of suitable weather condi- 
tions. 


A Note of Warning 


There has been issued by direction 
of the Minister of Agriculture at Otta- 
wa, a conspicuous poster calling the 
attention of potato growers to the im- 
portancs of examining their crop to 
ascertain whether or not it is in- 
fected with potato canker. The 
hanger shows in natural colors a po- 
tato plant. the whole yield.of which 
is affected by th. disease: It also 
individual 
t: bers in which the canker has start- 
ed to work. Growers who dis- 
cover suspicious symptoms of the dis- 
ease in their cfops are requested to 
send affected specimens to the Do- 
minion Botanist, Experimental Farm, 
Ottawa. The poster is issued as 
Farmers’ Circular, No. 3 of the divis- 
fon of botany, and is being distri- 
buted by the publications branch of 
the department of agriculture.

enterprises created for the purpose of 
manufacturing to meet It, and ther. 
‘phould be a persistent campaign to in 
luce Canadians to buy Canadian-mad_ 
articles. The Manufacturers’ Associ 
ation has already done a great deal in 
this connection, but much more ‘has 
yet to be done. Architects and build- 
trs should be requested by owners to 
tpecify and supply Canadian-made ma- 
ierials ag far as possible; housekeep: 
ers should demand Canadian goods 
whenever in quality and price they are 
hot too far removed from the imported 

rticle; retail métchants ‘should show 
fn eir patriotism by promoting in every 
reasonable way ‘the sale of Canadian 
instead of foreign goods; and all buy- 
ers should keep fixed in mind the pro- 
position that it is sound business to 
encourage home industries so long as| 
they are doing their duty by produc 
Ing wares of good quality at reason- 
able prices.
